BURNS’ SUNDAY SERVICE IN 
: DENVER. 


AMUSING ADDRESS BY 4 CLERGYMAN. 

‘A memorial servic ta the Bard of Scot- 
land was held on Sunday, July 19, in Broad- 
way Temple, Denver, Colorado, under the 
anspicea of Denver Caledonian Society. 
The building waa orowded, every seat being 
filled; and a part of the audience waa 
obliged to stand thtoughout the services on 
account of lack of accommodation. Songs 
of Burns and of his native heath were 
rendered hy tho choir, and the address wag 
delivered by Rey. Myron W. Reed. Mr 


.| Reed, after an enthusiastip eulogy ‘of 


Burns, gave hia. experiences “of a trip to 
Scotland and the ln of Burns :— oe 

I made my visit to Scotland, he said, by 
way of Ireland. J began my sight-scoing 
at Blarney Castle: 

I was at Belfast at the games. There 
wore more Scots present than Irish, and 
going aboard the boat to cross the channel 


“‘}it-.was crowded with men, women, and 


children returning to Glasgow. Aa usual, 
it rained. There were two or three hun- 
dred packed together on the deck to put in 
the night ag best they could in the wet. 
About midnight I heard them singing in 
full chorus, ‘Ye Banke and Brnos o! 
Bennie Doon.’ That was sufficient in- 
troduction inte Scotland. The next morn. 
ing was Sunday morning, ‘the Sabbath ' 
in Glasgow. I was shacked as tho absolute 
stillness of tho great city. I[t.did seem to 
mo at 8 y’elock in the Sunilay morning that 
1 waa the only man alive in, the hotel, 
The first worda heard were, “Toll Mary 
that [ ‘speired’ after her,” ¢ -. 

: SILENCE THAT I8 PELT, 

The Sabbath in Glasgow is i'reat for man 
and beast. The stillness. covéra you ‘all 
ove? like acloak, But Monday the ham- 
mets of Glasgow began to keep the other 
part of the gaott commandment, ‘Six days 
shalt thou work.’ * : . 

But aman whom the world remembers a 
hundred years is more thin acity. "That 
evening I was in Ayr, and walked up to the 
Tam O'Shanter Tin. At breakfast I first 
saw the cup, the national drinking cup, 
made of wouderstaves and brass hovps. I 
said to the lady who presided that the cup 
might yet dry and shrink snd fall to pieces, 
She said—‘It might go’ dry, but it never 
had.” It is well to note thal nothing goes 
dry in Scotland:

A little four-pined window 
lets in the light. In the side of the room 
there is a niche ‘containind a bed; a-cur.

: FINANCE. 


Mr E. H. Parker writes to The Times us 


followa :—It is being generally stated that 


one of the chief objects of H.E. Li Hung: ' 


chang’s viait to England is to endeavour 

obtain the consent of the British Govern- 
ment toa general inorosse ‘of the import 
tariff, in order thet’ China may be better 
ablo to meet her numerous obligations,

torest.. Tho forcign Customs revenue for 
1895 amounted to Customs Ts. 21,385,389, 
or roughly early double the sterling sum 
for which China-is linblegin interest on 
loans. : 

Her main expenaes.at the present-mo- 
ment are (famines, rebellions, Yellow River, 
and other accidents apart)—Tis. 7,900,000 
for’ the Manchu organisation at Peking, 
Tis. 1,000,000 at the outside for.the Court, 
Tis. 5,000,000 for the frontier armies as 
distinct from the internal forees—the fron- 
tier armies of Kashguria, Dzungaris,, Kan- 
tu, Tsitsthar, Manchuria, Ticntsin, Yunnan, 
and Kwangsi; to which add Tis, 2,000,000 
for permanent Yellow River repairs, This 
modest sum of Tls. 15,000,000, or ‘say 
£2,500.000, is about the amount -now pro- 
dwteed by general likin—i.e., by tho inlnna. 
barrier taxation which so harasses’ foreign 
trade. Of course double, or even’ treble, 
that sum is actually collected, but, the ex- 
coss serves in part to make the fortunes of 
the official body’ in the provinces, Mr

It has been fro- 
quently stated by'Pcking ccnsors that five, 
or even ten, times the nominal tax is 
wrung from the people, and I have over 
and again seccrtained this to bo a fact in my 
travels through many provincus; but this ex- 
cess, again, xerves to support a bureauerncy

‘As to the salt revenues, which ‘rank 
above likin and are almost on a par with 
the Jand-tax, salt.is thé backbone of in- 
numerable industries, und it ds quite 
out of the question to interfere with 
it at present; as with likin and. the 
Jand-tax, a fraction of ‘the receipts, but 
in this cnso even a less proportion, say 
Tis.
